The misery of 83 year old 
Louise H. Patton, who is in 
extremely poor health and 
virtually destitute, was 
compounded Friday when 
she was evicted from the 


dilapidated, outmoded 
house which she called 
home. 


Ms. Patton, who lived 
alone on one side of the 
double frame house at 
1182 Mt. Vernon Ave. said 
she had been _bedfast. for 
the past three months. 
With the heavy doctor 
bills, food-and- utilities-to 
pay; she was unable to 
stretch the $279 Social 
Security monthly check to 
keep up her current ex- 
penses. 

As a result, she fell 
behind in her rent and on 
June 21 the. Hadley Real 
Estate Co. 2000 W. Hen- 
derson RAd., had a court- 
issue eviction order served 
on her. 

Early last Friday, Jack 
Curtis, a Municipal Court 
Baliff, was instructed to 
carry out the eviction 
notice forthwith. Soon af- 
terward, a team of young 
men begun the awesome 
task of removing every 
household item from ‘the 
house and piling them in 
the front yard along the 
sidewalk. 

Ms. Patton pleaded with

tion... until Monday... when 
she had planned to move 
to a rented house on E. 
Mound St. It was an order 
of the court and extending 
the eviction order was 
beyond his authority, he 
told The CALL & POST.

Black Cop 
May Have

A black Columbus 
detective who narrowly 
escaped death in a 
shotgun attack that took 
the life of his white partner 
six years ago may have 
lied when he identified a 
former Cleveland man as 
the assailant. 

Det. Charles W. McFad- 
den, 30, of the robbery 
squad, was relieved of duty 
with pay late last week af- 
ter an internal affairs in- 
vestigation unearthed 
evidence indicating that 
McFadden's testimony in 
the murder trial of Allen E. 
Thrower might not have 
been completely accurate. 

Earlier, Homicide Det. 
Tom: Jones Il, 47, was 
relieved of duty with pay in 
connection with the same 
internal investigation. 
Jones first came under 
scrutiny several weeks ago 
in connection with his con- 
duct of the investigation of 
the slaying of Dr. Walter T. 
Bond, who was shot to 
death outside his office 
last Oct. 31. 

Michael Washington, 24, 


* was indicted for the Bond 


slaying, but the indictment 
was withdrawn at the 
request of the Franklin 
County prosecutor's office 
when new ividence came 
to light indicating that 
Washington was not in- 
volved. 

Jones was principal in- 
vestigator in both the Bond 
slaying and the 1972 killing 
of Officer Joseph Edwards. 
McFadden was Edwards’ 
partner and was riding 
with him at the time he was 
shot. McFadden suffered 
minor pellet wounds in the 
attack. 

Both Jones and McFad- 
den gave testimony that 
was intrumental in convic- 
ting Allen E. Thrower, for- 
merly of Cleveland, of 
aggravated murder. 

The. attack occurred the 
night of Aug. 28, 1972. Ac-* 
cording to reports, Ed- 
wards was driving the 
cruiser slowly along 
Maryland Ave. near 
Woodland Ave. when a 
walked up to the 
driver's side of the car and 
opened fire with'a shotgun. 
The assailant then fied. 

Edwards was killed by 
the blast, and McFadden

port of any qghilanthropic 
organization” before com- 
mitting himself. to the 
Fund.

have lots of fiber. Don't 
peel it! Many. nutrients are 
found in the peel or just 
below the surface. 

Vegetables can be 
disguised in a variety of 
snack foods. Carrot cake’s 
a favorite. Raw vegetables 
are a quick finger food that 
can be prepared ahead of 
time and kept in the 
refrigerator in an air tight 
container, handy for little 
and big nibblers alike. 
Vegetables are particularly 
good sources of Vitamin A 
and are usually lower in 
calories than other snack 
foods. For long lasting 
energy, try celery stuffed

Food Labeling 


WASHING TON-—(NBNS)- 
-Food labels should have 
more information about 
sugar, fat, salt, and arti- 
ficial colorings and 
flavorings, according to a 
survey conducted in Nu- 
trition Action magazine. 

A total of 279 readers, in- 
cluding 101 health profes- 
sionals, returned the ques- 
tionnaire form, designed 
by the Center for Science 
in the Public Interest to aid 
in the formulation of its 
position on food labeling. 
Complete survey results 
are published in the June 
issue of Nutrition Action. 

Readers felt that sugar 
content (total or added) 
was the most important bit 
of nutritional information 
that should be included on 
food labels. Calorie con- 
tent was their second 
choice. Over 90 percent of 


the respondents wanted . 


the fat, sugar, and salt con- 
tent of foods to be 
declared prominently on 
the front of food packages. 

“Although consumers 
haye. an obvious pre- 
ference fot easy access to 
the salt, sugar, and fat con- 
tent of foods, food manu- 
facturers can be expected 
to resist such a change in 
labeling,”’ stated Or.

United Nations Ambassador An- 
drew Young is an anathema to the 
racist in the United States and the 
world. 

Every word he utters, every move 
he makes, is scrutinized and dissec- 
ted with the deliberate intention of 
distorting their meaning and intent. 

No Black in public life today is 
more criticized and maligned than is 
Andy Young. He is the top target of 
the racist. Therefore, | am not sur- 
prised over all of the furor that ex- 
ploded last week over statements 
Ambassador Young made in an inter- 
view in Paris, France with a reporter 
of La Matin, a Socialist newspaper. 

As soon as news of this interview 
reached the American press, the 
racist wolves sprang into action that 
not only. brought denunciating 
editorials in both the printed and 
electronic news media, but an im- 
peachment move in the U.S. 
Congress. In these actions, Am- 
bassador Young was maligned, 
denounced and his dismissal sought. 

What_was-_it_all_about? Nothing! 

Members of the. Congressional 
Black Caucus lost no time in routing 
the racist in Congress who tried to 
initiate impeachment proceedings in 
the House. 

What stirred the ire of the racist 
according to Congressman. Louis 
Stokes were these statements: 

“after all, in our prisons there are 
also hundreds, maybe even 
thousands of people | would call 
political prisoners. Ten years ago | 
was sentenced myself in Atlanta for 
organizing a protest movement. And 
three years later | was in the Georgia 


legislature. it's true things don't: 


change so quickly in the Soviet 
Union, but they do change there, 
too.” 

According to the article, the Am- 
bassador also said: 

“While there is nobody in prison in 
the United States for criticizing the 
government, there are all varieties of 
political prisoners.” 

In support of this, Ambassador 
Young is alleged to have further said: 

“In_the-United States_people_can 
be in prison much more because they 
are poor than because they are bad. 
But that's a problem we are working 
on and one on which we are making 
great progress.” 

In his speech on the House floor, 
Congressman Stokes said: 

“Now, Mr. Speaker, let us examine 
what the Ambassador said, for if his 
critics are-contending that he lied, 
about what did he lie? If, on the other 
hand, it is the contention of his 


critics that he told the truth, but he 


just should not have told it right now, 
then we are confronted with an en- 
tirely different matter. Yet, Mr. 
Speaker, Ambassador Young's 
critics have yelled and screamed 
before..as—-they-are- yelling and 


Ambassador Andrew Young, President 
Carter's hand picked biack spokesman 
for the Administration, has been under 
fire again because he either is 
deliberately provocative or simply unable 
to keep his mouth shut before expressing 
himself before the peoples of foreign 
countries. 

Of course the American criticism 
leveled against Young was to be expec- 
ted. To call attention to the failures of our 
government in the area of human rights 
while the big boss was traveling around 
expressing our virtues was not a very 
good exercise in common sense. 

Young can be sure that whenever he 
speaks, his words will be carefully 
screened for their propaganda value to 
our enemies (or critics) abroad. 

The Russians are especially hungry for 
the words of izable American 
dissidents, and while Young is intended

“Nor have | ever equated the status 
of political freedom in the U.S. with 
that in the Soviet Union. | know of no 
instance in the U.S. where persons 
have received penalties for 
monitoring our government's 
position on civil or human rights." 

Strong statements were made by 
Congressman Thomas J. Downey of 
New York and Congressman John F. 
Seiberling of Ohio. Mr. Seiberling 
said: “Those of us who served with 
Andy Young in this.House know him 
as a person who all his life has 
fearlessly spoken his mind as he saw 
the truth. What he was trying to say 
was, yes, the Soviet Union has 


_violated basic human. rights. But-tet 


us also remember that we have 
human rights problems here at home. 
is-there-anyone who would deny the 
truth of that?” ’ 

It is my firm belief that much of the 
outcry against Ambassador Youn 
stems from the support of Sout 


Africa and the white regime in 
Rhodesia. 
Since his appointment by 


President Carter, Andy Young has 
relentlessly pursued the white ex- 
ploiters of Black Africa. His honesty 
and forthrightness has won for the 
United States the support of most of 
the rulers of Black African nations. 
His intransigence. has forced the 
Carter Administration to take a more 
positive liberal attitude towards 
human rights and freedom in Africa. 

Because Andy Young is forthright 
and fearless, and, yes, independent, 
he dares to challenge the enemies of 
Black people’ and human rights 
wherever they are found. He has no 
fear of President Carter firing him, for 
such a move would seal Carter's 
defeat in 1980. :

Rankin’s Dream Alive 
A suggestion that the widow of the late State Rep. 


James W. Rankin be chosen as his successor in the 
Ohio House of Representatives, detailed in this 
column a couple of weeks ago, appears to be getting 
serious consideration by the Hamilton County (Cin- 
cinnati) Democratic appointing authority. / 

This column, it may be recalled, reported that one 
of-Rankin’s fondest dreams was to see a black woman 
holding a seat in the Ohio Legislature. It was also 
noted that the four term 25th House district 

ative frequently discussed this dream with 
your's truly around the legislative chambers. : 

While this column was first to share Rankin's dream 
with the public, it is of interest to note that the Cincin- 
nati Post, a daily newspaper and our sister publica- 
tion, The Cincinnati CALL & POST, have kept the 
matter alive by follow-up stories The CALL & POST 
reported that a ground-swell support for Mrs. James 
W. Rankin (Helen), has developed among the black 

citizenry, 

A Post writer reported last week that John A. 
Wiethe and Sidney Weil Jr., Co-Chairmen of the 
Hamilton County Democratic Party, “has formally 
asked Mrs. Rankin if she would represent the 25th 
Ohio District.” 

He quoted Mrs. Rankin as saying, “I've just about 
decided that I'm going to take it “(the house seat). 
However, she wanted a few days to work out some 
personal matters before giving the co-chairmen her 
final acceptance, he reported. 

As observed in the earlier article, the appointment 
of Mrs. Rankin , or some other black woman, would 
be a tremendous tribute to a man who told this repor- 
ter many times that he would be willing to give up his 
legislative seat if assured that a black woman would 
be chosen as his successor. 

One can only speculated as to whether he had his 
wife in mind, but it is logical to assume that James W. 
Rankin would sleep in eternal peace with his widow 


representing the people who sent him to the Legisla- © 


ture for four consecutive terms, . 


If Mrs. Rankin accepts the offer, and If, the. 


Democratic Party leaders honor. their_public pledge, 
she would have the distinction of becoming the first 
black woman to sit in the Ohio General Assembly 
since it first convened in Chillicothe, O., the second 
Tuesday of January, 1803. 

During the current 112th General Assembly, there 
are six women in the House and one in the Senate, all 
white, of course. . 

Conceivably, this fact was the basis of Rankin’s 
dream that some day the female complexion of the 
legislature would take on a trace of the ebony hue.

America’s Africa policy, founded on good basic 
principles and winning the respect of Black African 
nations, took a bad fall a couple of months ago. After 
months of painfully rebuilding America’s image on the 
continent, it appeared that the Administration was 
going to throw it away by opting for a policy of Cold 
War confrontation. 

The immediate cause of the temporary reversal was 
the _invasion_of Zaire’s Shaba_Province—by exiled 
Katangans. The invaders crossed the border from 
Angola. Two responses. followed, both of them ill- 
advised.’ 

First, after French troops flew in to repel the in- 
vaders, former colonial powers suggested formation 
of a strike force to put down similar rebellions in 
African countries. ~~ 

African leaders reacted in anger. Led by Tanzania's 
Julius Nyerere, they saw such a force as a ploy to 
reassert dominance over_the-—continent.- Nyerere 
argued that while African nations have the right to 
ask for foreign troops to defend themselves, such a 
force would operate to keep unpopular governments 
in power after they have lost the confidence of their 
citizens. ; 

He also made the point that intervention wouid be 
geared to prop up regimes favorable to the West, no 
matter how unpopular they were with their own 
people. Africa would thus be a pawn in the Cold War, 
with East and West sending proxy fighters into a con- 
tinent that wishes to remain free of such en- 
tanglements. 

The second response, this time by the-U:S:,-was-a 
campaign against Cuban-backed Angola. Cold War 
hardliners in the Administration prevailed upon 
President Carter to make some tough statements 
charging Cuban and Angolan backing for the in- 
vasion of Zaire. There was talk of asking Congress to 
repeal the Clark Amendment, which forbids U:S. inter- 
vention in the Angolan.civi war. And the CIA initiated 
a campaign to win. support for a covert operation to 
overthrow President Neto’s government in Angoia. 

For a time it looked as if the Administration was 
looking for a showdown with the Russians and their 
Cuban puppets in, of all places, Africa. Such a step 
would inevitably have led to terrible bloodshed 
among the African people and a bolstering of the run- 
away white dictatorships in Rhodesia and South 
Africa. It would have undone the hard work of U.S. of- 
ficials, especially UN Ambassador Andrew Young, in 
building American-African friendship. 

For weeks the Administration was sending con- 
tradictory signals. While the hardliners were whipping 
up iments for a showdown, the realists were 
making a case for continuing the successful policy of 
the past year-and-a-haif. It looks like the realists have 
come out on top, but the incident was deeply 
troubling. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, in a June 
speech, rightly stated that the U.S. would not “mirror 
Soviet and Cuban activities in Africa because such a 
source would not be effective in the long run and 
would only escalate military conflict and great human 
suffering.” 

He went on to outline the major building blocks of 
U.S. policy - a commitment to social justice and 
economic development in Africa, peaceful resolution 
of disputes, a respect for African nationalism, and 
respect for human rights. To these should be added

Rookie Officer Plans 
Fight To Keep Her Job

A rookie police officer 
charged with incom- 
petence and_ facing 
possible dismissal from the 
Columbus Police Division 
has apparently decided to 
fight to keep her job. 

Officer Carrie Brewer, 
28, a February graduate of 
the training academy, has 
retained an attorney, Thur- 
man Anderson, to 
represent her at a hearing 
before Safety Dir. Bernard 
T. Chupka. 

The hearing is 
scheduled for 1 p:m. July 
31 in the safety director's 
city hall office. 

Off. Brewer has been 
assigned to headquarters 
duty until the outcome of 
the hearing. She was 
assigned to cruiser duty 
during the period following 
her graduation from the 
academy. 

In a letter informing her 
of the charges against her, 
Brewer was told that from 
March 3.to April 15, she 
had “routinely. failed to 
satisfactorily. exercise 
characteristics of a com- 
petent police officer.” 

The letter which was 
signed by Chief Earl Bur- 
den, cited 14 specitic in- 
cidents allegedly showing 
her general incompetence. 


Chief Burden said 
Tuesday that the filing of 
formal charges and 


scheduling of an official 
safety director's hearing 
would not be standard 
procedure under other cir- 
cumstances: 

Burden explained fhat 
the city was unable to 
establish a probationary 
procedure —that would 
satisfy Federal guidelines 
prior to the recruitment of 
the February graduating 
class. 

As a consequence, the

On Merch 7, the same 
coaching officer said 
Brewer was about to stop a 
motorist and issue a 
citation for a traffic 
violation that had not been 


committed, until the coach— female and short.

On March 13, Brewer 


allegedly was cut off by 
another car which made an 
illegal right turn in front of 
her, causing her to stop 
the cruiser suddenly, but 
she did not stop or cite the 
offender; 

On March 19, three other 
officers prevented her 
being hit by oncoming traf- 
fic when stepped into 
the street at an accident 
scene without using a war- 
ning flare; 

On March 30, Brewer is 
charged with driving the 
wrong way on a one-way 
street. 

Perhaps) the most 
serious charge contained 
in the letter involves an in- 
cident that occurred on 
March 31. Brewer and Of- 
ficer Peggy Daniels, who 
was riding as her coach, 
respo! to the scene of 
an alleged knifing and 
were confronted by a 
woman suspect who 
became beligerent and had 
to be subdued by force, the 
letter tated. 

Daniels wrestied the 
woman against a wall 
while Brewer stood by until 
ordered to assit her sister 
officer by placing hand- 
cuffs on the suspect, it was 
charged.
